ALBANY, NY. (AP) - Rep. 
Samuel S. Stratton, bolstered by 
a stunning upset victory in Tues­ 
day’s election, has served notice 
that he expects to speak with a 
larger voice in Democratic Party 
affairs in the state. 
"I haven't lost my interest in 
w hats going on ut the state,” 
Democrat Stratton said Thursday 
as he reviewed his triumph in 
the new 35th Congressional Dis­ 
trict, normally Republican terri­ 
tory. 
“I’ve never been backward in 
expressing my views—so. I think 
I’ll probably have something to 
•say.” 
The 
46-year-old 
Congressman 
carried five of the eight counties 
in 
the* district 
that 
had been 
drawn carefully to favor the COP 
and defeated State Sen. Janet Hill 
Gordon by 12 ('TO votes. 
He piled up a total of 74,947 
votes. 
By contrast, Robert 
M. 
Morgenthau, the Democratic gub­ 
ernatorial 
candidate, 
garnered 
only 48,584 votes in the district 


and lost all eight counties to Re­ 
publican Gov'. Rockefeller. 
Stratton said Thursday that the 
results of the gubernatorial test 
proved a ‘ more .spirited” candi­ 
date would have defeated Rocke­ 
feller. 
Stratton, unsuccessful in his bid 
for 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, did not say directly 
that he was the "spirited” chal­ 
lenger he had in mind, but the in­ 
ference in his remarks was clear. 
He observed 
in an .interview 
with the Associated Pres* that 
Rockefeller had tailed to match 
his 1958 plurality and that two of 
the governor’s running mates had 
run well ahead of him. 
“The governor could have been 
beaten, after al!,” he said. “lf we 
had done a better job, if we had 
a candidate who put on a more

"You must never be satisfied 
with losing You must get angry, 
terribly angry, about losing. But 
the mark of a good loser is that

There is a serious question whether the 
tightening of restrictions on the flow of 
news from the Pentagon and the State De­ 
partment is in the public interest Although 
officials may feel that they have good rea­ 
sons for this move, anything that threatens 
to reduce public understanding of develop­ 
ments is to be deplored. 
The Defense Department has decreed 
that Pentagon officials must report all con­ 
tacts with the press on the day they occur, 
giving a brief summation of what was dis­ 
cussed. Exceptions will be made only w hen 
an official from the office of Arthur Sylves­ 
ter, the Pentagon press chief, is present at 
the interview. 
It may be argued that this order does 
not really curtail the flow of news. Techni­ 
cally that may be true, but in our estima­ 
tion the order will inhibit free discussion 
and explanation. An officer who knows he 
is going to have to report what he told a 
newspaper man Is likely to be somewhat 
less free in his remarks than he might oth­ 
erwise have been. The result, at least now 
and then, will be curtailment of what the 
public is told. 
News from both the State Department 
and the Pentagon must, obviously, be sub­ 
ject to some controls in the interests of 
national security. State Department men 
have to exercise a degree of restraint, lest 
the diplomatic applecart be upset. But con­ 
trols have been adequate, perhaps more 
than adequate, up to now*. So far as we 
know% there is nothing in the present situ­ 
ation to warrant new- restrictions.

THIS IS NEUTRALISM? 
The Cuban affair provides a time of test­ 
ing for onlookers in other nations not so 
closely involved. So it was, too, when some 
time back the Soviet Union suddenly re­ 
sumed nuclear experiments. 
Then it was painful to note how few’ in 
other lands could apply against Russia the 
fury they had stored up for us in the event 
we should break the test ban. 
In the present crisis, we seem to have a 
good deal more support, as does India in its 
time of trial with Red China. Yet there are 
some interesting holdouts. 
Algeria’s Ben Bella says he’s with Castro 
and the Cubans ail the way. He says he 
hopes he can solve his problems as Castro 
has mastered Cuba’s. Just what Castro 
has solved—except how to go without ci­ 
vilian clothes and shaving cream—is hard 
to grasp. 
Then there is Nkrumah in Ghana, who 
chides the British for promising arms aid 
to India in the fight against China. As 
Nkrumah sees it, the brave Chinese may 
have to defend themselves all the way down 
to the Indian plains.

THE PROBLEM OF SURVIVAL 


MachiavcUi was a m oralist who was trying 
to raise the banner of national survival in a per­ 
iod of universal debasem ent. For instance, he 
wrote: 
"For when on the decision to be taken wholly 
depends the survival of one s country, no con­ 
sideration should be given either to justice or 
injustice, to kindness or cruelty, or to its being 
praisew orthy ct 
ignominious, but rather, any 
other thought being set aside, that alternative 
should lie followed utterly which will save its 
existence and preserve its freedom.” 
Survival and preservation o f.freedom are our 
problems today. It can be said that, by and 
large, the American people are not quite con­ 
scious of the danger th at faces us or the enor­ 
mity of our task. Americans tend to believe th at 
it cannot happen to them, but it did hapen to 
G reat B ritain which in half a century’ sank from 
the greatest power on E arth to a lesser power 
m ilitarily and economically. Soviet Russia, which 
was not to be reckoned with in 1917, is today 
our principal com petitor and rival. 
The fault undoubtedly lay in our general ig­ 
norance of geography. We think in term s of the 
steam ship and the A tlantic Ocean rather than 
of the jet transport plane and the North Pole. 
On a globe our near neighbor is Soviet Russia, 
only a few hours away from us. 
Even wise and experienced men sometimes 
disregard geophysical facts which "run against 
nature” and their beliefs. Napoleon, for instance, 
had no appreciation of the newly developed 
steam boat, just ax some of our m ilitary officers, 
after World W ar I, fought hard to retain the 
horse despite the development* of the tank. Both 
Americans and Canadians too often forget th at 
in the next war. from the air and from space, 
they will look like one and will be treated ac­ 
cordingly. 
History is replete w ith the rise and fall of 
Great Empires which come into existence on the 
rise of the spirit of a small people who push 
forward in search for land or population or slaves 
or food. Then comes a second period of im perial­ 
ism; th at is. when w ealth and leisure produce 
art, literature, music. Lucullian living, over-em- 
phaiis on sex. Im perialism takes the form of a 
distinctive civilization or religious idea. At some 
point the advance runs out. The usual cause is a 
rotteness within, an inability to live up to na­ 
tional ideals. Ju st as Rome was overthrow n by 
the so-called barbarians, so was Spain ruined by 
too much gold and the little island off the coast 
of France and Scandinavia called England. 
Great Powers have bion reduced bv 
lesser 
power at certain periods of degeneracy in their 
history. After all, it is a sad moment in our his­ 
tory, th at a pimple on the world's map, Cuba, 
dares to challenge our existence and is capable 
of obtaining the m eans to m ake that challenge 
so effective that we contem plate going to w ar 
over it. 
Perhaps the greatest weaknes of our culture 
is the unwillingness of our people to work long 
hours and the inappropriate use of leisure. The 
theory of short hours was sound at two periods: 
one, was during the Presidency of William Mc­ 
Kinley when the eight-hour day became a m ajor 
political issue. In fact, it was about this time 
th at child labor and woman labor also became 
political issues. 
The second period was during the Roosevelt 
Administration when the "spread-the-w ork" doc­ 
trine was adopted w ith a view to lessening un­ 
employment by providing some work for as many 
as possible, file "spread-the-w ork" doctrine, as 
a tem porary measure, was probably sound, but 
it encouraged inefficiency and reduction of the 
use of hum ar skills because most w orkers lack 
skill. In fact, skills disappear and have to be 
replaced by autom atic devices 
Now we come to a period when the w orker 
becomes non-productive in comparison to the au­ 
tom atic machine Tile w orker demands increasing 
pay to cover "tim e" rath er than skill. But time 
is hardly w orth paying for. A distortion in the 
pay scales produced higher pay for an unskilled 
worker, such as a truck driver, compared to re­ 
turns for such skills as a psysicist or a chemist, 
a school teacher or a policeman. This distortion 
has tended to create moral confusions in our 
society such as a teachers’ strike or a policemen’s 
strike. Nevertheless, the distortion is protected 
by government officials whose measure of right is 
their election to office. This is a symptom of de­ 
cadence.

No Cure Yet for Common Cold, But 
Research Goes On

The common cold is pestilential. 
It causes 
many thousands of days lost from school o r work, 
and may lead to bronchitis, pneumonia or sinus 
attacks. 
Like mumps, it is caused by a virus but, unlike 
mumps, one attack does not confer lasting immu­ 
nity. 
One reason for this may be that when you 
have licked one strain of the cold virus, your im­ 
m unity to that strain is no protection against the 
many other strains. 
Epidemics of colds seem to come in waves; 
when school opens in the fall, when the w eather 
gets cold, and again in the early spring. 
One thing is certain, if you have not b**«*n e x ­ 
posed to the virus you won’t get a cold. 
Human 
volunteers have w alked around for hours in cold 
M ater n ea rin g leaky shoes, have slept In a cold 
draft and have been exposed to a chill wind after 
taking a hot bath. 
Those who had drops of nasal 
M ashing! from persons w ith colds placed in their 
noses g o t colds and th o se Mho Mere not exposed 
did not. 
Wet feet and chilling drafts may weaken your 
resistance but they do not cause a cold. It is more 
im portant to avoid crowds (especially persons Mho 
have colds) than to avoid chilling. 
By the same 
token, when you have a cold it is im portant to 
cover your face when you cough or sneeze, avoid 
kissing and take every known means to prevent 
spreading it. 
Best of all stay home for a day or 
two when your cold is at its peak. 
Along with soreness or dryness in the throat, 
a cold always causes a watery’ nasal discharge. 
When this becomes thick and yellow it is a sign 
th at bacteria, which are like viruses only much

Fatigue Blamed 
For Nixon’s Blast 


IjOS ANGELES 
(API—Richard 
M. Nixon’s sharp criticism of the 
press at a post-election news con­ 
ference is described by one in­ 
formed source as a product of 
extrem e fatigue and pent-up an­ 
ger. 
The source said Nixon had gone

Dress briefly and pose for pic­ 
tures before Klein read the con­ 
cession statem ent, 
Nixon, on his way to the confer­ 
ence room, evidently decided to 
get a few things off his chest.

VATICAN CITY (A PI-Thc Vat- 
ican’s top prelate dealing with 
non-Catholic churches said today 
a beginning has been made to­ 
ward Christ tan unity He credited 
Protestant prayers for the Vatican 
Ecumenical Council. 
Augustin Cardinal Bet, German- 
born Jesuit who heads the Vatican 
Secretariat for Christian Unity, 
spoke to newsmen covering the 
council, which was in recess to­ 
day. 
The 81-year-oki biblical scholar 
indicated his satisfaction over the 
contacts with more than 40 Prot­ 
estant and Orthodox observers at­ 
tending the council sessions. 
He expressed the hope that more 
Orthodox churches would agree to 
send 
representatives, 
saying: 
“Our joy—I say our joy, including 
also the observers and the confes­ 
sions they represent—is disturbed 
by the absence of a good number 
of venerable Orthodox churches of 
the East.” 
Cardinal Bea said he was im­ 
pressed that “so many communi­

non-Catholic 
Christians 
have made repeated appeals, even 
official ones. to their own faithful 
calling on them to pray for the 
council.” 
He noted that such appeals were 
made by various Anglican. Evan­ 
gelical, Presbyterian, Baptist and

NKW YORK (AP)—Only yester­ 
day it happened--20 years ago yes­ 
terday. 
It waa then the second World 
War reached a great turning point 
as the Allies landed in force in 
Algeria and French Morocco. 
Back Door to Berlin 
The African campaign became, 
as one 
war 
correspondent 
de­ 
scribed It, “the back door to Ber­ 
lin.” Despite some setbacks, the 
offensive begun on Nov 8, 1942, 
never ceased until Adolf Hitler lay 
dead and his Third Reirh sagged 
in ruin. 
I/yoking hack across the mists 
of two (decades to those days of 
dust and blood and glory, each 
survivor of that vanished prime 
has his own particular memories 
now'. 
I was In the convoy that sailed 
from an eastern U.S. port to strike 
in three places along Morocco’s 
famed "Iron Coast.” 
The troops were high -spirited, 
well-trained, but strange to com­ 
bat. They were sure it would take 
them no time at all to whip the 
Nazis. 
Speculates on Battle 
Leaning on the ships rail, a 
grizzled colonel who two weeks 
later won the Medal of Honor for 
valor, looked at the infantry men 
around him and sighed. 
"These men have no idea what 
they will be called upon to do be­ 
fore 
we’re 
through,” 
he 
said. 
‘‘Tbey think they’ll be going home 
In a few months 
But this war 
could go on for five years—maybc 
even longer.” 
I remember the night before we 
landed watching a group of offi­ 
cers singing "Auld Lang Syne.” 
They were led by a young lieuten­ 
ant with a fine voice, 
Many Drowned 
Before dawn the next morning 
we struck at Pedals Beath north 
of Casablanca. Some of the landing 
craft hit coral reefs and over­ 


dozens of soldiers drowned in the 
heavy surf. 
Others 
formed 
human chains 
and 
pulled each 
other 
ashore 
through artillery fire. They had 
gone through the first of many 
baptisms. 
At 2:30 that afternoon I saw for 
the last time the young lieutenant 
with the fine voice. He lay spread­ 
eagled, eyes turned sightless to 
the sky, in the back of a peasant 
cart A big red stain spread from 
his che*tborve to his knees 
Soon a tank roared up in which 
stood a twoetar general weanng 
a pistol on each side of his fa­ 
tigues. He giam-ed over at a mid­ 
dle-aged colonel who still wore his 
green dress uniform ornamented 
by several rows of brightly cov­ 
ered ribbons. 
like a Buzz-saw 
“What 
the 
hell 
are 
you—a 
Christmas tree?” demanded the 
general in a voice like a screech­ 
ing buzz-saw. 
From that day on no one ever 
had to ask where Georg* S Patton 
was on a battlefield. They could 
hear him. 
In three days Morocco and Al­ 
geria 
had 
been taken. 
In six 
months, after a momentous set­ 
back at K a trin e Gap. Tunis had 
fallen. Field Marshal Erwin Ram­ 
mers great Afrika Corps was be­ 
hind barbed wire, and all Africa 
became a great Allied spring­ 
board. 
But few' American troops, now 
trained veterans, talked cd going 
home soon. Their eyes looked old­ 
er than 
their fares, and 
they 
would 
never feel 
truly 
young 
again. 
Still ahead of them lay beaches 
like Gela, Salerno and Anzio and 
Normandy to be taken; and cities 
like Palermo. Rome, St. Lo. Aach­ 
en and Cologne; and rivers like the 
Voltumo, the Po and the Rhine to 
be crossed. 
But they were still strong, still 
confident. They felt they at least 
knew what had to be (kine to win 
the final victory. 
That was 20 years ago. Now are 
turned. Weighted with their gear, I we as sure what we have to do?

Thus Myrt Alexander of South 
em Illinois University sums up 
one of the problems he must 
solve. Alexander us leader cf a 
group at the university'* East St. 
Louis branch that is spearhead­ 
ing a nationwide survey into why 
the boy next door steals, robs or 
generally goes bad They want to 
find out how to help the boy. 
Alexander, a professor at soci­ 
ology* at SIU, is developing the 
first antijuvemle delinquency cen­ 
ter under the President s Commit­ 
tee on Juvenile Delinquency and 
Youth Crimes. 
l/ook for New Approaches 
He won his professorship the 
hard way—30 years with the U.S. 
Bureau of Prxtns, the last 14 as 
its assistant director.

$182,000 to set up the center and 
find answers to the problems of 
juvenile delinquency. 
“Nobody in the world has the 
answers to this problem,’' Alex­ 
ander said. “We don’t pretend to. 
felt we are involved in a nation­ 
wide attempt to develop new ap­ 
proaches to it.” 
Alexander 
and 
his 
two-man 
staff—he hopes for at least 10- 
will work at two main tasks: 
training 
graduate students 
for 
work in the field of juvenile de­ 
linquency prevention and working

work. 
He noted that “three-fourths of 
juvenile crime occurs in urban 
areas and four-fifths of that is in 
blighted areas where there is cul­ 
tural, economic and educational 
deprivation—slums. 
A Beal Puzzle 
“On the other hand, some great 
leaders com* from the slums. I 
remember a real good bank rob­ 
ber who grew up next door to Al 
Smith. We don’t quite know why 
1 one kid might go one way and be­ 
come governor of New York and 
one go the other and become a 
bank robber.” 
Alexander said “treating of a 
delinquent as an individual has 
failed and we’re moving away 
from this rapidly. It is too broad 
a problem with too many factors. 
Each individual is not a free 
moral agent. He is subject to the 
influence of the group.’’ 
By next summer a full course 
for school counselors will be ready 
here and by late winter graduate 
students will be able to take 
courses in 
classrooms, 
prisons, 
jails and the courts. 
Similar centers are being set up 
in Chicago, New York. New Or­ 
leans and other major cities.

The transportation schedule In 
the Onteora Central Schools Dis­ 
trict system is running smooth­ 
ly, according 4o an item in the 
second edition of the Onteora 
Bulletin, published by the On­ 
teora Central Schools. 
Double sessions created several 
unforseen problems in the trans­ 
portation 
system, 
the 
article 
states. It points out that in early 
January 1962, building principals 
were required to project their 
September 1962 enrollments for 
each grade vmd class. 
Along with the enrollment fig­ 
ures came five different time 
schedules of sessions that would 
operate in each of thq three ele­ 
mentary schools. Clearly indi­ 
cated was the fact that It would 
now require three different buses 
to serve any specific area where 
one bus had been needed in the 
past. 
New routes had to be estab­ 
lished and old routes discontinued 
or re-routed. It was indicated 
that several feeder routes would 
require noon time runs in addi­ 
tion to their regular morning and 
late afternoon runs. Morning ses­ 
sions were scheduled to start at 
6:45 a. rn., carrying students 
from grades 3-6. Students 
in 
grades I, 2 and 7 through 12 
would attend 
school 
all day. 
Therefore, bus runs were set up 
for all four schools plus connec­ 
tions for the four buildings used 
as emergency headquarters, at 
Ashokan,

Shokan, 
Mt. 
Tremper and Phoenicia. 
2,988 Mile# Dally 
Afternoon students had to be 
transported so that they arrived 
at school at 12:10 p. rn. Kinder­ 
garten children had to I* trans­ 
ported one way on a regular bus 
run and one way on a special 
kindergarten 
bus, 
since 
the 
time schedules did not fit any 
other schedule, i.e. a. rn. dismiss­ 
al at 11:30; p. rn. sessions open at 
I p. rn. 
This year 56 main bus runs 
plus 8 feeder lines were estab­ 
lished. The district-owned buses 
were assigned to 5 runs and all 
other runs were contracted for 
by 
private 
carriers. 
Contract 
buses plus the cost of operating 
district-owned buses will cost ap­ 
proximately a quarter of a mil­ 
lion dollars for the school year, 
1962-63. Approximately 90 per 
cent of this amount will be re­ 
turned to the district in the form 
of transportation state aid. 
Each day the buses travel a 
distance of 2,988 miles or a total 
of 535,720 miles per school year. 
The longest bus route is 30.7 
miles, taking 65 m inutes to com­ 
plete the run. The average school 
bus run takes less than 40 min­ 
utes.
